The Debate on the 


W asHINGTON, February 25.--[Special]—D. B. 
Henderson. of Iowa, achieved notoriety in 
1882 as secretary of Jay Hubbell’s blackmail- 
ing committee..Every circular which emanated 
from that committee directing government 
employes, under penalty of dismissal, to con- 
tribute two per cent of their annual salaries to 
the corruption fund which was to buy seats in 
congress for the republicans, was signed by 
David Prenner Hénderson. Henderson sank 
into his native oblivion after that election, and 
had never been heard of since until this after- 
noon. The house wasconsidering the pensionfap- 
propriation bill in committee of the whole,with 
Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, inthe chair. Hitherto 
this bill has been considered just as otherap- 
propriations bills, merely as a business matter. 
Henderson made it the occasion of a shrieking 
harangne which, for gall and hate, has 
seldom been equaled in congress. He grew 
furious in his denunciation of the southern 
members, and accused the gallant union gen- 
eral who is at the head of the pensions bureau 
of collusion with rebel brigadiers t» deny to 
men who fought for the union their just rights. 
Henderson’s object was to provoke hot replies 
from the southern members. In this he utterly 
failed. Wandall and Morrison answered him in 
a calm, dignified exposure of the fallacy of his 
s<sertious and in manly protests against his 
forts to arouse sectional feeling. Henderson 
has again dropped out of sight, probably to re- 
main there. 

Considerable complaint is made by the Ala- 
ama and Georgia congressmen of the estimates 
or rivers and harbors submitted by Captain 
M. Hoxie, of the engineer corps. He has 
ut down the estimate for the iniprovement of 
he Alabama river from one hundred thousand 
© twenty thousand, and has made other heavy 
reductions of the average estimates of his pre- 
lecessors. It is thought that the total appro- 
priation for rivers and harbors will be about 
fourteen millions. The Georgia senators and 
members hope to get a fair share of this for 
ieorgia.

THE EDUCATION BILL.

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The chair laid 
before the senate a communication from .the 
Secretary of the treasury transmitting in reply 
to the recent senate resolution, a statement 
howing the amount of United Statss notes re- 
deemed as required by the resumption act, 
since July, 1879. Ordered printed and laid on 
the tabie. 

Among the bills favorably reported from the 
committees were the following: 

By Mr. Edmunds, from the judiciary comwmit- 
tee, to relieve Robert H. Anderson, of Georgia, 
from his political disabilities.

Ordered 
printed and placed on the calendar, Mr. Hoar 
aying he would call it np at an early date. 

The bill to provide for the allotment of land 
in severaity to the Indians was passed. 

At 2 o'clock the education bill was laid be- 
fore the senate, and Mr. George took the floor 
ocontinue his remarks in favor of the bill. 
he people ot Mississippi, he said, had so much 
jnterest in the bill that he felt constrained to 
present some further views in advocacy of the 
measure. He called Mr. Morgan’s attention to 
the resolution introduced by him (Morgan,) at 
a former session of the senate, giving a month’s 
xtra pay to the congressional clerks. He 
found no warrant in the constitution for such 
payment, if Morgan’s theory of the constitu- 
tionality of the education bill was the true 
pne.

PARTISAN SPEECHES 


Delivered on the Pension Bill in the House 
Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, February 25.—Mr. Wheeler, 
of Alabama, from the committee on military 
affairs, reported the military academy appro- 
vriation bill, and it was referred to the com- 
mittee of the whole. (The estimates on which 
the bill is based, including $394,453 for public 
works, aggregate $717,950. The items that 
may, in the opinion of the secretary of war, be 
omitted, aggregate $305,875, leaving the regu- 
lar annua) estimates for 1887, $412,075. The 
committee recommend an appropriation of 
$207,805 or $114,270 less than the estimates. 
The appropriation for the current fiscal year 
amounts to $310,021, or $12,216 more than is 
recommended in the new Diil.) 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, from the committee 
on postoffices and post roads,reported the post- 
office appropriation bill, and it was referred to 
the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, presented the 
memorial of 122 savings banks of New York 
state, representing 1,165 depositors, asking for 
the repeal of the Bland silver act. Referred. 

EAD’S BIG SCHEME, 

Mr. Reagan, from the committee on com- 
merce, reported a bill to incorporate the At- 
lantic and Pacifie ship railway company. Com- 
mittee of the whole. This is Eads’s Tehuante- 
pec b:ll. It pledges the government guaran- 
tee of five per cent income on fifty million 
dollars for fifteen years, The vote inthe com- 
mittee was nine to fourin favor. of the bill, 
the guarantee to begin when the road has been 
demonstrated to be a success by carrying a 
loaded ship of four thousand tons, 

In the morning hour the house resumed, in 
committee of the whoie, consideration of the 
Hennepin canal bill. Mr. Murphy, of Iowa, 
aud Mr. Rowell,;of Illinois, consumed the 
morning hour advocatiug the passage of the 
bill. 


THE PENSION BIid.. ’ 

The house then again resolved meelf in 
committee of the whole on the pension appro- 
priations ball. 

Mr. Townshend, of INinois, who had charge 
of the bill, explained its provisions. It appro- 
priates, he said, $75,754,200, or about fifteen 
million more than was carried by law for the 
current year. This increase was occasioned by 
the accelerated work that was being done in. 
the pension office—and for this work the com- 
misioner of pensiong and his employes deserved 
commendation—and by the larger number of 
cases that were now being disposed of. He 
then passed on.to the discussion of the 
proposition to repeal. the limitation of the 
arrears of pension act, and é advo- 
cated it aS a . means ‘demanded by 
good faith and patriotism. The question 
should not be, how mueh the measure would 
cost, but whether it was just. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, while concurring 
with Mr. Townshend in his general remarks 
upon pension matters, differed from him when 
he attributed the increased appropriation to the 
accelerated work of the pension oftice. He 
said the amount of the pending bill was $1,- 
684.800 belowthe average for the last six 
years. Passing into the discussion of the 
ceneral subject of pensions, he said that there 
appeared to be a well considered effort on the 


part of some gentlemen in tie house to 
frighten the country with the _ idea that 
appropriations for pensions were now 


so tremendous that a halt should instantly be 
called. He attacked Mr. Randall for having 
asked the commissioner of pensions for an easti- 
mate of the probable cost to the country of the 
repeal of the limitation of arrears of pensions. 
He said Commissioner Black’s estimates had 
been excessive and misleading, and he accused 
Mr. Randail of officiousness in attempting to 
furestalla bill not yet passed, and created 
alarm in the public mind againstit. He de- 
scribed Commissioner Black’s letter as un- 
trustworthy, and as having “‘a lie in its stom- 
ach.’”’ The commissioner. when called to ac- 
count by the pension committee, had revised 
his estimates, but the mischief had becn-done 
because his first letter had been spread abroad 
in the public prints. 

In reply toa question by Mr. Randall, Mr. 
iienderson said he did not believe the repeal 
of the limitation of arrears would. cost the 
country one hundred and fifty millions, but 
whatever it cost he advocated it. Mr. Hen- 
derson then went into an analysis of the neg- 
ative vote on the bill to increase the pensions 
of soidiers’ widows. Thetotal vote in the 
negative, he said, was 66, of which 61 were 
cast by the southern democrats 
and two by northern democrats. Mr. 
Hewitt, of New York, and Mr. Bragg, of Wis- 
consin. Not one republican had voted against 
the bill. This, he said, was a significant vote, 
and a great lesson was to be learned from it. 
In the Jate campaign in the north the republi- 
can party had been charged with being the 
party of sectionalism—the party that waved 
ihe ensanguine garment. The man that 
would ever again make the charge after that 
simple vote must close his eyes to the truth. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina—Considering 
that the confederate states pay about one-third 
of the taxcs of the federal government for pen- 
sions and donot get back three cents of it: 
considering alsothat fromthe foundation of 
the government to the present time $8 a month 
was considered a sufficient pension for widows, 
can the gentleman complain that the southern 
members are trying to restrain the necessarily 
large expenditures for pensions within the 
rules that prevailed heretofore? 

Mr. Henderson replied that he arraigned no 
man for his vote, but the southern members 
were under equal obligations with the north- 
ern to pay the debt to the northern soldiers. 
“T have not read this vote for the purpose of 
stirring up bad blood,” he said. ‘The time 
has come when sectional lines should be drop- 
ped, and when the sixty-four members ofthat 
side of the house said that $12 was too much to 
pay a widow, the secional line was kept up 
and the bloody shirt was waved.” 

Mr. Oats, of Alabama, inquired whether the 
southern members should not have the discre- 
tion to vote as their conscience dictated? Were 
they slaves and not permitted to use their dis- 
cretion? 

Mr. Henderson—No, not slaves. I want all 
members on the floor to stand as equals. I 
concede their constitutional right to vote as 
they please. But there is more than one way 
of observing the constitution and of trampling 
it under foot. Today the constitution is 
thrown in our face as a shield to cover an al- 
most solid vote against the increase of pen- 
sions bill. And yet there is hardly a constitu- 
tion of the United States to be found in that 
section. I state here and now, as my convic- 
tion, that if these gentlemen respected the 
constitution as they say, they would not have

they would not have controlof the executive 
of the nation. [Applause on the republican 
side and groans en the democratic side.] You 
may groan, gentlemen, but you yourselves do 
know and you boast of it, too, that you will 
control this government im spite of the consti- 
tution.

THE AMERICAN HOG. 


Introduces a Bill for His 


Protection. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—Among the 
biils introduced in the senate today, and ap- 
propriately referred, was one by Mr. Edmunds 
“providing for the inspection of meats for ex- 
portation, prohibiting the importation of aduJ- 
terated articles of food and drink, and author- 
izing the president to make proclamation in 
certain cases,” 

Mr. Edmunds said that this bill had been 
reported last year from the committee on for- 
eign relations. Besides providing for the in- 
spection of pork, etc., for exportation, it con- 
tained, he said, a section giving the president 
authority, whenever he was convinced that 
ubjust discrimination was made against the 
admission of American products into other 
countries, of such articles as he thought fit for 
the protection of just interests of the United

States. In view of what he (Edmunds) saw 
in the bewspapers about current 
events in other countries, touch- 
ing Ametican products on the _ theory 


that they were supposed to be diseased, when 
the fact was. obvious that the object was to ex- 
clude them under any consideration, he (Kd- 
munds) thought it clear that it was time to in- 
troduce this bill again.

NAVY CONSTRUCTION.

The Bill Prepared by the Naval Affairs Com- 
inittee. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The bill pre- 
pared by the naval affairs committee of the 
house for the construction of the navy changed 
up to today, provides for two seagoing vessels 
of 6,000 tons, with atorpedo outfit, to cost 
$2,500,000 each; three protected, double bot- 
tomed cruisers of between 3,500 and 5,000 tons 
displacement, to have a greatspeed and to cost 
#1,500,000 each: four first-class torpedo boats 
costingin the aggregate $400,000; one torpedo 
cruiser of 800 tons, to cost not more than 
$300,000. Two million dollars is appropriated 
towards the completion of the moniters. 

One of the cruisers is to be built, and one of 
the monitors completed in the navy yards. 
The rest are to be given out by contract, if 
suitable contracts can be made; otherwise they 
too, are to be built by the government in the 
yaids. The armor plates and part of the ma- 
chinery may be bought abroad. $100,000 is 
apprepriated for ordnance, to be constructed 
in the navy yards, and provisions are made for 
the purchase of the necessary plants and tools. 
The bill is about ready to be reported, but it is 
still liable to further amendment.

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The cabinet 
meeting today was attended by all the mem- 
bers, except Secretary Whitney. The ques- 
tion of making some reparation to the Chinese 
residents of Rock Springs, Wyoming, for the 
losses sustained by them in the riots there last 
fall, was again considered, and it is probable 
that the matter will be brought to the atten- 
tion of congress, with the recommendation 
that the sufferers be recompensed for their 
losses.

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United States Notes Redeemed. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The secretary 
of the treasury transmitted tothe senate today, 
in reply to the resolution of that body, a let- 
ter, showing the amount of United States 
notes redeemed, as required by the resumption 
act, since July, 1879. The total amount up to 
December 31, 1885, is $15,806,486.

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AMONG ‘THE WORKERS. 


THB MOVEMENT OF THE STRIKERS 
d YESTERDAY. 


The McCormick Employes Gather Around the Build- 
“~—.§3g, and Make Violent Demonstrations—The 
Mungarians in the Lake Regions Giving 
gt rouble 4gain-Risings Elsewhere. 


Cnipaco, February 25.—Three of the owners 
and managers of the McCormick reaper works 
gave an interview to two delegates from the 
‘Strikers yetterday, It is said the dclegates 
conceded that the trouble of arranging a settle- 
ment had arisen from the interference of out 
siders. Strikers to the number of about one 
thousand appeared in the vicinity of the 
works this morning and for the first time 
made @. display of violence. A foreman of the 
works, named Ward, was stopped while driv- 
ing to the works, and during the talk revolv- 
ers were drawn, but no shots were fired. He 
was afterwards permitted to go to the works. 
Meantime another squad of idle men had 
stopped the engineer, and still another the 
steam and gas fitter, who were on their way to 
the works, where they have been kept busy 
since the place closed, keeping the machinery 
inorder. Aftera short parley the engineer 
was allowed to proceed, but the other man 
went home. Police Officer Rowan, who had 
been sent out to the works with a good many 
other policemen in citizens’ clothes, to mix 
with the crowd and keep order, was accosted 
by a workman, who demanded to know what 
way he was going. Some words passed, and 
the workman, whose name was Steadman, 
was arrested and locked up. More police were 
sent to the scene, but the crowd in a measure 
dispersed. 

The committee of the McCormick reaper 
workmen called upon McCormick this after- 
noon. During the interview McCormick said: 
“A namber of our men waited upon usin an 
imformal manner, and said several petitions 
were now being signed by the former em- 
vioyes etking that we reopen the works and 
give them their old positions at the same wages 
paid before the works were closed. When we 
start the works we will take care of the men 
who have stood by us,” 

THE HUNGARIANS RISING AGAIN, 

CONNELLSVILLE, February 35—The socialis- 
tic Hungarians caused more trouble in the coke 
regions this morning. A crowd of them as- 
sembled at Broadford, and marched to the 
suminit of Mt. Pleasant branch, forcing every 
coke drawer from work along their route. 
They were pearly all armed and fired numer- 
ous shots in order to intimidate the workers. 
At Summit and other works the coke drawers 
fied through fear of violence from the mob, 
and in some cases left their scrapers in the hot 
ovens to melt, fearing that if they continued 
work the tipple ana other buildings at the 
works would be destroyed. The strikers de- 
inand an advance of ten cents per oven instead 
of ten per cent rental granted. 

At Leizenreig the men requested Superin- 
tendent Taggaro to discharge a man who had 
worked during the strike. This was refused 
and the men all struck this morning. 

BOYS GO ON A STRIKE. 

READING, Pa., February 25.—RBefore the 
boon quitting time today several boys in the 
spinning reom at the Reading cotton factory 
appeared in the office and stated that they 
desired an increase in their wages. They were 
to'd that so far as the management of this mill 
is concerned, they could do nothing; but if the 
cCmpany inereased the employes’ wagesin their 


other mills in other cities, there would likely 
be an advance tothe employes here. When 
the bell rang to resume work after dinner, 


only three or four returned to work. There are 
forty boys employed in this department rang- 
ingin ages from 11 to 15 years, The boys did 
not stipniate how much of an increase they 
wanted, but simply asked for an advance. 
NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 

WHEELING, W. Va., February 25.—The 
nail manufacturers aud strikers, who have 
been in conference since yesterday trying to 
compromise their differences, were unable to 
reach an agreement, and adjourned this after- 
noon to meet at the call of either side.

Printers on a Philadeiphia Paper Trying to 
Edit It. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 25.—Fourteen

Organized as the National Editorial Associ- 
ation. 

CINCINNATI, February 25.—The editors’ ses- 
sion began at nine o’clock this morning, with 
the adoption of a constitution. This makes 
the name of the association the National Edit- 
orial association of the United States. It is to 
meet annually ata place to be selected each 
year by the convention. The association then 
preceeded to the election of officers. For pres- 
ident the nominations were C. H. Jones, of 
Florida, and General Leon Jastremski, of Lou- 
i-iana. The vote was so near a tie that the 
delegates became greatly excited, and the 
meeting for a time indulged in a sharp 
war of words, the question at issue 
being whether the late comers, who hai 
not yet paid their dues, were entitled to vote. 
The ballot finally resulted in the choice of 
Jones, whose election was made unanimous, 
while Jastremski was elected first vice presi- 
dent. For the next place of meeting. the cities 
of Denver, Colorado, Jacksonville, Florida and 
Chicago, were proposed. The strife centered 
between Denver in June, of next year, and 
Jacksonville, in February. The Colorado del- 
egation won the ballot, and the executive com- 
mittee-was instructed to name a day in June, 
1*¢7, for the Denver meeting.

A LEADEN MESSENGER 


SENT INTO THE FRENCH CHAMBER 
OF DEPUTIES. 


4 Sensational Scene in the Midst of Debate—The 
French Socialist Joining Hands With the 
English A Union of Action 
Proposed — Other Foreign News. 


—_—_—_— 


Panis, February 25.—A new kind of sensa- 
tion was made in the chamber of deputies this 
afternoon. A strange man in one of the gal- 
leries rose excitedly, drew a revolver, fired it 
twice with downward aim and then coolly 
threw a letter toward Clemenceau. The man 
was quickly seized and hurried out by the po- 
lice. When tte excitement had subsided, the 
fiattened bullet was found at the feet of 
the president of the chamber. 
The prisoner said he was 
soldier who had been so ill treated by his 
superiors and ignored by the officers of justice, 
that he resorted to the desperate expedient of 
cTeating a sensation in the chamber of deputies 
in order to secure attention to his grievances. 

The socialist members of the chamber of 
deputies have taken active interest in the 
case of Burns, Hyndman, Williams 
and Champion, who are charged with 
having incited the Trafalgar square 
and Hyde park riots in London. Today these 
deputies joined in sending a telegram to the 
British workmen in the house of commons, 
“proposing a joint international mevement in 
the interest of laboring men. The main ob- 
jects of the proposed movement are to be the 
securing of a reduction in the hours of labor; 
improvement in the sanitary condition of the 
workshops: proper limits to work obtained of 
women and minors; and an absolute prohibi- 
tion against allowing children of either sex 
under fourteen years, to work at all in the 
shops or factories.’’ The telegram suggests that 
the Bntish workmen join those of France in 
inviting the workmen of America and Earope 
to send delegates to a congress to be held next 
September, in some place to be hereafter de- 
signed, for the purpose of diseussing means 1) 
emancipate the workmen of all countries. 

The prisoner gave his nameas Poirier, and 
eaid he was an officer in the French army. He 
asserted that theletter which he threw to- 
wards Clemenceau contained an offer to give 
to the gowernment the names of the 
betrayers of Metz. The excitement caused 
by the shooting lasted for some time, and af- 
fected the deputies as much as it did the peo- 
ple of the galleries. When the man who fired 
the shots was first seized he cxclaimed: “I 
have written toClemenceau. He knows what 
it means.’ This, of course, was not under- 
steod hy those who heard it, but added to the 
gencral consternation. The investigation 
showed that both bullets were fired into the 
sir, and not at any person on the floor occu- 
pied by the deputies. The letter which the 
prisoner cast at Clemenceau was found and de- 
livered into the custody of the president ofthe 
cbamber. 

Burns, Hyndman, Champion and Williams 
have suponadgex-Chief Commissioner of Po- 
lice Henderson, to appear as a witness on Sat- 
urday, when their case is to be called for final 
hearing.

He wished, he declared, to 
have attention drawn to his tria!, because at it 
he would greatly add tothe information now 
possessed by the French people avout the sur- 
render at Metz, and the presence oi (rerman 
spies in the French army. The culprit’s name 
is now given as Peronnicr. Heis undoubtediy 
insane. He served in the French army in the 
Franco-German war. 
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CHURCHILL'S PLEDGES 


Shaw-Lefevre Gives a Forecaste of Glad- 
stone’s Plan. 

LONDON, February 25.—The reports that 
the Parnellites possess compromising lctters 
from Lord Randolph Churchill pledging him- 
self in faver of home rule, aredeclared to be 
untrue. Churchill. it is asserted, never com- 
mitted his offers to writing. The Parnellites 
assert that Churchill had personal interviews 
with the Irish leaders, and offered them home 
rule. 

Shaw Lefevre, cx-postmaster general, in am 
article in the Nineteenth Century, advocates 
the federal principle for Ireland and with 
large powers of autonomy, retaining repre- 
sentation in the imperial parliament. He in- 
dicates that this is Gladstone’s scheme. 

In the house of commons today Hugh Chil- 
ders, home secretary. said he was unable to 
consider Lord Churchill’s speeches in Ireland, 

Mr. Sexton, nationalist, gave notice that he 
would move a resolution tothe effect that the 
bonse condemned the action of a privy 
councillor in making speeches in 
Ireland tending to incite rebellion. .

“Why, where?” replied the doctor, recalling 
the incident of the strange boy’s visit t» his 
house a few minutes before, and being again 
impressed with the thought that it was Fred- 
die Freeman. 

‘He came to my office,” continued the deputy 
sheriff, ‘from the direction of your house and 
asked for work.

Just after crossing the branch he saw the Dor- 
mineys standing in and nearthe road. Jake 
Dorminey seized Walker’s horse bridle and 
stopped him. Walker knew they intended him 
harm and drew his pistol and attempted to 
shoot Dorminey, but he kept the 
horse between himself and the 
pistol. At this time Cas DOorminey, 
who was standing in the rear of Walker, spoke 
and said, “Don’t shoot my brother.’ Walker 
immediately presented his pistol at Cas, who, 
having his pistol ready, fired. the ball taking 
effect in Walker's neck, Walker would have 
fallen from his buggy had he not been prevent- 
ed by a young man who was sitting in the 
buggy with him. Warrants were issued and 
the Dormineys were arrested, with two other 
parties implicated, and all have given bond, 
Walker was not seriously hurt, and is able to 
attend to his business. Thediificalty grew out 
of some misunderstanding about a road, and it 
is feared is not yet ended. ¢

There is 2 ding-dong of bells, cling-clang 
cf machinery, 3 few heavy throbs aud puffs of 
the laboring engine, end 1 find myself creep- 
ing out of the long carshed with my face to- 
wards the rising sun, whose rosy light fails in 
a shower of broken radiance on the broad bos- 
ow of the great Ocmulgee riv- 
cr. o% which We go creep- 
ing ales as though the little black loco- 
motive fared to offend the spirit of the waters 
with its uudest din and clamor. 
- Mcrrily dancing along we plunge into a 
picce of deep woods where the 
sunet gleam of the shadows lie in a 
tancid labyrinth on the dark and dewy 
ground, avd rare birds with shining eyes fit 
abott: mong the reeds and brambles. 

Ene tying from thisI catch a glimpse of 
Crocs Keys, away tothe west. The group of 
white cottages rest against the background of 
the weoded hills of East Mocon, and the rush- 
ing waters of Walnut creek add a sort of brisk- 
ness tu the scene. Then there is a vreat sheet 


- of clear water, trending away to the east, on 


whose wargin the coarse grass is waving, and 
there are gnaried and knotted shrubs that 
bloom in summer, and the brown thrush builds 
her nestamovg the branches. Mirrored in 
the shceny depths are the dark green trees 
that crown the distant ridges, accentuated by 
ashes of snowy white, the refiection of some 
cosy farm house, half hidden in the forest. 
This is the pond that supplies the motive pow- 
er to turn the little wheel in the dusty, brown 
millhouse on the right. A deep tunnel under 
the raijiroad track conducts it to the wheel, 
and a!! the day long that busy little wheel 
goes round and round, and a steady strean otf 
golden grain pours down between the rocks 
that humasieepy tuneto the swect accom- 
paninent of the bobbling waters. 
Aloug near these are located the Massey cotton 
gin works, a thiriving business, and beyond the 
broad shouldered conductor with the honest 
bine eres drawls out 

“CRAW-AW-FORD’S!” 
which is a very small way station in its way, or, 
at jcast. in the way I look atit. In short,it isa 
comma among semicolons. But I think I saw 
sene bubbling springs welling upon the hill- 
side, ard lam quite sure lsaw agreen bank 
where the violets and buttercups will soon be 
blowin:. 

Beyoud we begin to catch glimpses of the 
old Augusta railroad track that used to run 
down io the river andcross at the old woodeu 
bridge near the lower end of the park, where 
the frisky little Covington and Macon now 
proposes to enter the city. 

For several miles along the route we are con- 
Stantly reminded of this new road by banks of 
fresh turned earth in the  holiows, and ents 
through the intervening ridges,and every now 
and then there isa wreath of blue smoke 
curling upward from some sheltered spot 
where the boys had their breakfast fires. Then 
there are scattered gangs of laborers, genuine 
specimens of the railroad negro, minus von- 
science and cleanliness, straining their brawny 
muscles in wielding the heavy picks and 
shovels,or driving the pair of strong mules that 
dieg those queer looking “road machines.” 

‘“Tovu-oo-oot,” goes the whistle, and with a 
bang. a jerk and acrash the train slows up, 
and the dusky porter witha brass badge on 
his cap ‘rout, pokes his headin the car and 
yculls, 

“*ROBERTS,”’ 
and with a bob and a kick at thc stove 
apperrs ike a Jackin the box. 
©' the freshly laid furrow; the odors that rise 
whee musk from the bank where the fallen leaf 
ies, 
Like the shadow of winter that lingers behind, 
When the tyrant hath flown onthe wings of the 
Wine, 
The sound of the turtle dove’s love smitten moan 
Are heard in the sweet sunny valleys of Jones. 

I guess these stations are named in accord- 
ance with the high sounding, euphonions and 
uncommon appellation of the grand oid mother 
county of Jones. At any rate, there is noth- 
ing at Roberts but the name, yet who shall say 
“What's in a name?’ 

It standsthere on the railroad map like an 

exclamation point, and it elicited an exclama- 
tion of surprise from those unfortunates who 
popped their heads out of the car windows. 
But it is a mighty pretty 
place for a _ village, and who knows 
but the time may come when people of quiet 
tastes, who grow tired of the great metropolis— 
Macon— may come out here to live, and subur- 
ban villas crown these pine clad hills, and dairy 
farms and such useful institutions will be 
located in the environs. 
, The country around looks fertile, and there 
are many sigus of thrift and enterprise among 
those people, who must be as happy as the day 
islong. But while I am meditating on this 
matter an ofiicial with a bear’s chain extend- 
ing from his vest to his hip pocket startles us 
with the cry of

and again we pause as you would in reading 
were you to come toa period. It is the end of 
asentence. But this is a place of some note. 


wm here is a postoftice at James, and I guess there 


; re a few dozen old farmers who come down to 
‘the Station” Saturday evenings to get their 
WEFKLY CONSTITUTION, and they sit on the 
empty white pine boxes and whittle long shav- 
ings, and they swap tobacco, and exchange 


to the stately gateway, where Begin long rows 
of eged cedars that always remind me of the 
cedars of Lebanon when I think of the won- 
derful scenes of unwritten history they have 
witnessed. Time-honored relics of the times 
that are not. 

A few miles farther on we cross the line 
and enter Baldwin, ex-empress of Georgia 
counties. Here we begin to cross little 
semi- mountain streams that come steal- 
ing out of the great woods like 
school girls on tip-toe, with hearts bursting 
with weighty secrets that they dare not tell 
to any one but mama. They have lots of se- 
crets, those little 1rivulets; they know all the 
lore of the woods and the legends that the 
sumber pine trees recant as they bend their 
heads close together and recount them in the 
dusk of even. And they have overheard —the 
sly little eaves-droppers—the love tales that 
the south wind breathed into the ear of the 
first blue-eyed wood violet that welcomed the 
fair spring weather; and they saw the sun 
when he kissed the great elm troc, and 
brought that mantling blush t» her 
withered cheek; and they know 
the songs that the redbird sings ben :atli the 
window of his lady love when the first glow o! 
awakening day lights up the eastern horizon; 
and they know how the bright-eyol stars 
winked at the grave old owl, while the modest 
young moon drew the cloud veil over her face 
for very shame. 

Along the course of theselittle streims are 
some rare old rocks with rugged hea‘s, and 
some of the grim and hoary headed old trees 
lean wearily over the sparkling water anldip 
their aged locks in the refreshing element. 

FISHING CREEK 
is one of these miniature rivers, and a thing of 
beauty it is. I believe there are two of them 
—twin daughters of the hills— 
that after maby an escapade 
join bands lovingly, and go tripping down 
ti]l they are clasped in the arms of their old 
grandma, the old Ocmulgee river. Just where 
the railroad crosses this creek there are some 
extensive lands with the grass covering them 
like a hempen carpet, and widespreading trees 
—a scene that reminds one of childhood’s 
dream, and the words of an old song: 
‘There I shall rest in sweet repose 

And dream forevermore,’ 
comes echoeing down the misty memory of 
half-forgotten days as I view that scene from 
the limited range of vision afforded bya car 
window. 

BROWN’S STATION 

is the last view in this panoramic sketch, and 
it is about like the rest, an embryo town with 
great expectations and little likelihood of 
their realization. I met one jolly farmer 
from Brown's, however, and so pleasant was 
he that I set it down that he must have lots 
of jolly, pleasant neighbors. I wish I could 
get off there and see, for I verily believe I 
should get cone more taste of good old brown 
corn bread, and tender spring greens, flavored 
with a slice of country bacon that was 
smoked with oak wood, and lam willing to 
wager there would not bea drop more or less 
thau nature intended, of water in that fresh 
sweet milk that they would give me, not in 
a giass I hope. but in one of the 
ancient cups of flowered crockery or a bowl 
with “Tam O'Shanter’s” adventures illustrated 
in the paintings that encircle it. 

After Brown's, we go rolling along through 

ocd old Baldwin, and suddenly we hear the 
( ly 

“MILLEDGEVILLE!” 
and I pull my head inside the car window, 
pull myself together, and while I am putting 
ina few extra pulls at my scattered wits, our 
Pullman pulls up at the ancient capital. 

Of the old city I will say nothing. I am s9 
tired of billboards, brick walls, dusty trees and 
houses set in a row, that I will not mix up 
any such in ®my reverie of the woods. 
[am weary ofthe ways of the city. Thetr 
chief claim is novelty, whieh has lost its 
charmtome. FordolInotsee the sunshine 
smiling at me initswinning way? And can 
{ not hear the soft wind whispering in my ear 
entreating me to return to the greenwood 
where my o!d friends,the forest trees, are ever 
beckoning me, and the leaping waters are wel- 
coming me, and oh! thestories they have to 
tell me. And the birds would get up a sylvan 
concert in honor of my return; but no, I have 
not time to give up to such sweet seductive in- 
fluences. Someday I will come back and

There are 
great possibilities of commercial develop- 
ment in that direction, and there is no 
reason why the United States should not 
take advantage of that fact. 


‘THE organization of the Atlanta Banking 
and Loan association last night embarks a 
new enterprise for Atlanta, and one which 
certainly deserves success. Its management 
bas been placed in the hands of careful bas- 
Iness men, who sce in the association not 
only an enterprise which promises good re- 
turns to its stockholders for the money in- 
vested, but also an institution which prom- 
ises great good for the city. One of Atlanta’s 
most pressing needs is a savings bank 
wherein can be placed the small savings of 
those whose unpretentious salaries do not 
authorize a usual bank account. Such a 
bank is this enterprise to become, and in 
the meantime is a bank to every share- 
holder whose investment while organizing 
the necessary capital will at the same time 
pay probably more than reasonable profits. 
Already eleven hundred of the two thousand 
shares of the association have been sub- 
ecribed for, and a great many are taken 
among the clerks and mechanics of the city 
—sixty shares being held in the State-road 
shops. Every share is paid for at the rate of 
$2.50 monthly. After forty months, pay- 
ment ceases and the handsome sum of $200,- 
000 is accumulated on which to begin a bank- 
mg business, the dividends of which will go 
to the shareholders of the association. 


Our Trade With Cuba. 

There has been for years a latent desire on 

the part of many of the people of this coun- 
try to see the island of Cuba a partof the 
United States. A visit to Havana and the 
surrounding section will satisfy any one that 
such a result would be undesirable, even if 
it were practicable. The country is beauti- 
ful and productive ; but, with the present 
population, the island would be for years 2 
burden on the hands of any government that 
did not rule it arbitrarily as Spain does. The 
expenses of supporting such a government 
aré enormous, and Cuba has been governed 
in this way so long that it will be several 
generations before its people will be prepared 
for a republican form of government. But 
there is a way in which the United States 
can derive great benefit from the island. 

1. If.congress were to remove the tax on 
Cuban tobacco, large quantities of it would 
be shipped to Florida to be made into cigars. 
Immense factories are now established at 
Key West, and others are now building at 
Tampa. With this import tax removed, the 
United States would soon make cigars for 
the world. Moreover, large quantities of 
the tobacco raised 
also be utilized,

2. For years, the only comfortable route 
to Cuba was by way of New York and New 
Oxleans. Until recently,.a business man at 
Cincinnati could write to Liverpool and re- 
ceive an answer as promptly as he could 
from Havana. Recently, howtver, the Plant 


Investment company have, at great expense, 


placed a line of steamers between Tampa 


and Havana. Strange to say the govern- 
ment has not taken advantage of this enter- 
prise to increase its mail facilities, and the 
people living south of the Potomac have to 
depend on irregular boats to get their mail 
transported between Florida and Cuba, not- 
withstanding the fact that it is possible for 
the government to have a daily line between 
Tampa and Havana by paying a reasonable 
sum for it. It is also a fact that the Spanish 
government has expressed a willingness t 
pay balfthesum agreed upon by our gov- 
ernment. The island of Cuba will receive 
many advantages from the additional mail 
facilities, but nothing like those to be de- 
rived by the people of the southern states. 

A large part of its coal and iron comes 
from England and other European coun- 
tries, when the whole supply could 
come from Alabama for half 
the money. The development of trade 
in these articles would lead to other 
commercial developments, giving the people 
of this section an outlet for their products, 
and these products could be placed in Cuba 
at prices far below those they are now paying. 
Besides this, from Cuba can be found regular 
lines to the whole South American coast, to 
Mexico, Central America and the Bahamas. 
In fine, Cuba is the key to all this immense 
trade, and would open up a vast and extra- 
ordinarily rich field to all the southern 
states. 

It is therefore somewhat surprising that 
our congressmen do not utilize these advant- 
ages. The interests involved are certainly 
more important to the whole country than 
the bounty we have paid for years on fish. 

We may say this without fear of contra- 
diction, that if the constituents of northern 
congressmen had such a tine com- 
mercial field within exsy reach, their 
representatives would never rest until 
the field was entirely covered. The 
southern representatives, however, ap- 
pear to take no interest in these matters. 
They seem to give politics the precedence 
over business, and the result is—just what it 
is. We cannot have commerce between the 
southern states and Cuba until the mail fa- 
cilities are improved. It isa shame, for in- 
Stance, that a letter from Havana to Bir- 
mingham, Ala., goes around by New York, 
or New Orleans, when it might go from one 
point to the other almost on an air-line, if 
the government would pay half what it is 
now paying to carry the mail across a 
sparsely-settled territory. 

With the tax on tobacco removed, and 
proper mail facilities between Florida and 
Havana, we would have as muchof the 
island as any conservative, sensible man 
needs. Thetropical fruit in Cuba, except 
what can be raised as well in Florida, will 
not bear transportation. All the meat and 
grain, (except corn) iron, coal, machinery of 
all kinds, and a thousand other «articles, are 
shipped to the island. Cubaisa splendid 
market for American products, except sugar, 
tobacco and corn. 


The Eads Ship Railway Scheme. 

A powerful lobby headed by Captain Eads 
himself, who has no superior as a lobbyist in 
the country, has succeeded in procuring an 
indorsement of the Tehauntepec scheme from 
the house committee on commerce. The in- 
dorsement takes the form of « report in favor 
of granting the scheme the use of $37,500,000 
—in other words, a gift or subsidy of that 
size. 

The Eads people first tried to induce capi- 
talists to put money into the proposed ship 
railway, but none of them would invest a 
dollar, and so, of course, they turned to con- 
gress and the public purse. The proposition 
is not lacking in audaity. In substance it 
is this: The people of the United States and 
of Mexico are to furnish all the money with 
which to build the railway, and Captain Eads 
and his associates are then to own and con- 
trol the road. 

The indorsement of the committee on 
commerce—a weakling of the house— 
will not go very far towards the passage of 
the bill. Ten yearsago, or twenty years 
ago, such a job might have been pushed 
through congress, but in these days when 
the two parties are watching each other close- 
ly, and the people are watching their repre- 
sentatives, such a measure cannot become a 
law, no matter how skillful or energetic the 
lobby behind it may be. It is doomed to 
defeat, and we are glad to see that Mr. Grisp 
is preparing to drive some nails in its cof- 
fin. 

The entire plan is merely experimental. 
No such road has ever been built, and noone 
knows that it will ever carryaship. The 
distance across the isthmus is about two hun- 
dred miles, -and the route lies over ridges 
and through valleys, and it will be a brave 
master who will take a loaded ship out of 
the water, and face the strains and other 
dangers of along land trip. The plan is 
probably impractical. It is certainly vision- 
ary, untilit is demonstrated that loaded 
ships of heavy tonnage can be safely trans- 
ported in that way across thecountry. Cap- 
tain Eads does not propose to demonstrate 
its feasibility by an experiment. He pro- 
poses to get the millions, and then he will 
not care much whetber the attempt to carry 
ships over a route almost as long as the dis- 
tance between Atlanta and Savannah isa 
failure or not. He and his associates want 
the money. They will not get it from the 
treasury this year, The democrats in the 
house should promptly throttle the bill. 


Rehabilitation of the Navy. 
The house naval committee has practically 
determined, so far as recommendations will 
go, to begin the work of creating anew navy, 


| For this purpose the committee will ask con- 


gress to appropriate $14,000,000. Of this 
amount $3,000,000 will be used to complete 
the monitor ironclads; $1,000,000 for heavy 
ordnance, torpedoes and other explosive hat- 
bor defenses. The remaining ten millions 
are to go towards constructing at least five 
steel-belted cruisers of great speed, and of 


from 5,000 to 6,000 tons, and also to construct. 


a number of torpedo boats. 
The plan of the committee does not in- 


clude any great ironelads; but it does inclade 


a torpedo system for coast defense purposes 
as good as money and American skill can 
prepare, and it also looks to the modern fast 

heavy ironelads, as the 


case of trouble. These cruisers are to be the 
real navy when war is st hand. Both the 
democrats and the repabliecans of the naval 
committee favor an immediate aud material 
development of the navy; and the recom- 
mendations of the committee will doubtless, 
therefore, be accepted by the house. 

No greater honor can fall to the demo- 


cratic party, and of course to the present ad- | 


ministration, than to inaugurate the work of 
restoring the navy to a good position. With 
our long coast line and numerous coast cities, 


the navy should be strong enough to cope — 


with even the navy of any European power. 


It should certainly be stronger than the | 
Chilian navy. Itshould cease tobe a re- | 
proach. The peopleare ready to see it re- | 


stored, and enlarged and strengthened, until 
it again becomes the pride of the country, 
nd the main reliance against aggression.

That the criticisms and objections here 
alluded to do not come from sensible, godly 
people is plain enough. The following edi- 
torial in the Chicago Herald is in the vein of 
flippant folly characteristic of an irreligious 
malcontent: 

The discovery that Sam Small is addicted tothe 
deadly habit of cigarette smoking promises to re 
strict bis field of usefulness in Chicago. It is pleas 
ant to notice that many of the brethren of the 
cloth are rallying to Sam's support, and that iu 
some quarters where tobacco and opium have been 
severely condemned in the past a disposition is 
now manifested to overlook Sam’s vice,jbut among 
the stern and unbending masses it will remain a 
reproach to him, No cigarette smoker with breath 
like a joss house, with clothing scented likea 
stableman, and fingers and teeth stained with the 
offensive nicotine, can hope to do much good in 
Chicego. When it is said in defense of Mr. Small 
that he comes from the south and was raised under 
a tobacco leaf the cause of righteousness is given 
away. Many a southerner was raised under the 
shadow of a moonshine distillery, and partakes of 
mountain dew as naturally as flowers drink in the 
moisture of the atmosphere, but that does not war 
rant bim in preaching salvation to the people wo 
never fell into such evil habits. So long as Sam 
continues to indulge he will have to be regarded 
as an earthern vessel, and censorious sinners will 
be pardonable if they hold aloof. 

Against such attacks no serious defense is 
necessary. ‘Tobacco is a benefit to some per- 
sons; to others it is aninjury. Its excessive 
use i8 injurious and offensive. The same 
may be said of many articles of food which 
are in high favor with the anti-tobacconists. 
So lopg asaman uses any of these things 
without damage to himself or to others, we 
have no right to question his Christianity, 
and his right to devote himself to the cause 
of the Master. But the Chicago cranks and 
their allies do not deserve serious treatment.

A CORRESPONDENT of the Chicago Times has 
been overhauling the census reports. Some of 
his statistics of population are remarkable. He 
says that ‘already the mortality among colored 
children in the gulf states is 40 per cent greater 
than among whites, and of the male chiidren 
of the colored 18 per cent greater than of the 
female. If any one doubts this, let him turn 
to the age and sex tables of the tenth census, 
He will there find that in Louisiana, for in- 
stance,there are in round numbers 29,000 more 
colored than white, of all ages, but there are 
1,000 more white voters than colored, 
5,713 more white males of militia age (18 to 44 
inclusive) than colored, 5,897 more colored fe- 
males than males, 2,994 more white males than 
females, and of adult colored females an enor- 
mous surplus. Other states show a still great- 
er disparity. Thus Texas hasa white male 
majority of 83,641, and of colored males only 
108; Missouri has 86,952 more white males than 
females, but 1,044 more colored females than 
males, and every state in the south 
except West Virginia has an _ enor- 
mous majority of adult colored females. 
Counting the males of 18 to 44 inclusive, and 
the females of 15 to 41 inclusive, to give the 
same number Of years for each sex, and of the 
marrying age, you will find 254,000 more col- 
ored-females than males. In other words, we 
find in the census this amazing fact, that of 
every 100 colored women over 15 years of 
age 20 can never have a colored husband. 
Therefore, while taking all ages and sexgs, 
you find that the whites of the south stand to 
the blacks very nearly in the ratio of 100 to 494: 
of the males of the fighting age the ratio is 100 
to 40.”’ 


THE Massachusetts house of representatives 
have passed a bill forbidding the sale of to- 
bacco to minors.

Ifl 
seem alwaysieady with ananswer,ready to face any- 
thing, itis because I have long meditated before un 
dertakipg anything, and thought over all that can 
happen. It is not a familiar spirit that reveals to 
me suddenly in secret what I have to door say in 
an unexpected situation; it is my own reflection 
and meditation. My mind works constantly; at 
the table, at the theater; at night | wake up and go 
to work. There isnot aman more fearful than I 
am when forming a military plan, I exaggerate all 
the dangers and evils possible in the circum 
stances; I am in a state of agitation really painful, 
like a girl before her first baby is born. When my 
mind is made up everything is forgotten except 
what can make my plans succeed.’’

A Suggestion to the State Committee, 

The republicans of the twenty-seventh congres- 
sional district of Penusylvania—where the nomi- 
nation is equivalent to electiou—have decided to 
make nominations for congress by the vote of the 
whole party throughout the district, regardless of 
county lines.

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: The above paragraph 
appeared in the daily ConstTiruTion of Sunday t!y 
2list instant. Although short, and liable to he 
carelessly read by thousands of your readers, vet 
it Contains a suggestion thatjdeserves the earnest 
consideration of the democratic state executive 
committee and democratic party of Georgia as 
well. This 4 year ol elections 
scarcely do the voters get rested 
from the excitement and turmoi! 
of one election before they are thrust into agitation 
and confusion consequent on another lot of elec- 
tions. There are now ten congressiona! districts in 
Georgia, and the democratic party is so well organ 
ized that the selection of a congressman could wel) 
be left tothe people of each district regardless of 
county lines. Reflect a moment on the benefits ot 
nominating our congresswen as approved by your 
suggestion in reference tothe paragraph heading 
this article. It would be readily seem that the great 
evil so loudly complained of, that county conven- 
tions to select delegates were packed would atonce 
be obliterated from the campaign, and with it a 
cumbersome caléndar of unnecessary party mia- 
chinery. 

For awhile see what we have had to do: There 
isthe county executive committee to be selected, 
either by amass meeting at the courthouse, or a 

rimary election; then the committeemen often 
ord to get together in numbers suflicient to con- 
stitute a quorum, have to appoint either a day for 
a primary election, or an assembling of the people 
at the county site to select delegates or to take a 
vote of the mass meeting which, ofiener thin oth 
erwise, is but a small body of the people of the 
county. If the mass meeting is asmall one, then 
follows the cry of 1ings, cliques and ‘“‘stacked” del. 
egation. If by primary elections, then follows the 
work of consolidating returns a! 
the court house the day after the primary election 
in cach militia district. After the manipulation of 
allthis local party machinery, there must be held 
the district congressional convention of delegates 
to nominate a candidate. To this is added the 
still larger convention composed of lobby delegates 
outside to control the convention inside. Thea it 
often results that a candidate fairly the choice of a 
majority of the people is defeated by minority com 
binations of candidates who are not the choice of 
the people. 

In addition to all these practically nseless and 
laboriously and stupidly fuolish routine details, 
is the unnetesvary frequency of calling the people 
togetherso many times to determine a coal lacy 
for one particular office. Thousands who should 
be at work at their diversified occupations 
would work at peace tothe profit of themselve= 
and neighbors; and the poor negro wiuois kept 
all the suremer and fall in a redhot fever heat 
over politics, and distracted asthough he was in 
the clutches of the devil by the bumming politi 
cian constantly parading him at some election,

and governor. On the same day the people could 
vote for all of these offices, and whoever in each 
district thus gregating throughcut the state 
should get & majorit for governor, could be an- 
nounced as the candidate nominated. As these 
offiees cause more friction than any other stat 
offices, it would be well to have them disposed of 
in ope day s work before the people, and cease the 
constant taking away the voters from their work 
to the excitement of so many political contests

He has 
prepared a paper on the subject, and intended 
to read it before the chamber of commerce yes- 
terday, but owing to amisunderstanding about 
the time, there was no meeting. The paper Is 
as follows: : 

It istime that the people of Atlanta and the sur- 
rounding country had something to say and some- 
thing to do with the ranning and the management 
of the railroads that center in this city. To this 
end I beg leave to propose to this chamber of com- 
merce, and through it to the business men and 
property holders of Atlanta and surrounding coun- 
try who have and feel an interest in the growth 
and prosperity of our perened | a charter for an asso- 
ciation to be enacted into a law at the coming ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 

It is as follows: 

Ap act toincorporate the Atlanta Railroad Buying 
and Leasing association. 

Section 1. The gederal assembly of the state of 
Georgia do enact that and such others as 
may be associated with them and their successors 
be, and the same are, hereby created a body cor- 
porate and wetted underthe name and style of 
the Atlanta Railroad Buying and Leasing associa- 
tion, with power to sue and be sued, and to have 
and to hold soek property as may be necessary to 
carry on the business of said association, and to 
make all useful by-laws and regulations and con- 
tracts for the conduct and management of the 
business of said corporation. The headquarters or 

rincipal office ot said association shall be in At- 

anta, Georgia. 

Sec. 2. Said association shall have the right and 
power to buy and sell, jease and sub-lease, any 
railroad or railroads, steamboat or steamboats, or 
any other kind of property used or employed iu 
the business of transportation, and to use and op- 
erate the samein the way or manner now usual 
and common withthe railroads and steamboat 
lines in this state. 

Sec.3. The capital stock of said 
company or a-sociation shal) be five 
millions of dollars, *distributed into shares of 
one hundred dollars each, but said association 
may organize and carry on its business when one 
million of its stock is bone fide subscribed. Three 
fifths of the stock shall at all times be owned by 
bona fide citizens, residents and property holders 
ofthe city of Atlanta, in this state. No person, ei- 
ther directly or indirectly, or by any pretense or 
device, shall be the owner of more than twenty 
thousand dollars of the said stock, 
and no transfer of said stock shall 

be voted unless the same is entered upon the 
books of said association, and no person holding 
stock in said association shall be entitled to vote 
at avy meeting or convention of the stockholders 
thereof, unless he shal] have owned and had trans- 
ferred to him, on the books of said association, 
said stock, at least thirty days before the time of 
meeting of said convention. 

Sec. 4. The officers of said association shall be 
a president and directors, and such other officers 
as may be provided for by the by-laws of Said as- 
sociation, Who shall be elected at such time and 
piace as may be provided for by the by-laws of said 
association. 

Sec. 5. No stockholder of said company shall 
be personally liable for the debts thereof, exce)t to 
the extent of his unpaid stock. 

Sec. 6. All laws and parts of laws repugnant 
to this act are hereby repealed. 

It will probably be said that this is an effort to 
form a railroad syndicate in Georgia. Well, let it 
be so said. And why not havea railroad syndicate 
in Georgia, the headquarters and chief office of 
which shall be in Atlanta, the most populous and 
most wealthy city of the state’ Are ail of our 
railroads to be leased and managed torever by syn- 
dicates outside and beyond the iimits of our state’ 
I repeat, are all our railroads to be leased and 
managed by men whose only intePst it is to make 
all they can by running them, without 
any regard to anything or me body 
in the state, except to grind out of the people the 
last dollarin their power, and the entire earnings 
and profits of the roads to be spent in other parts of 
the world’ 

This, in fact, and in the main, is what is now 
being done with nearly all of our railroad lines. 

Many, if not allof these syndicates leasing and 
runbing these lines, formed their companies and 
obtained the control of these roads, without paying 
even a dollar into the treasury of the company ex- 
cept such asthey obtained from the earnings of 
the roads and bonds issued upon them, taking 


good care not to hypothecate the earnings, roads . 


and their own stock for more than the property 
wes sure to pay back speedily. None 
but fools ever leased a railroad, 
that would not pay a large profit when well man- 
aged. This was not ay the case with the first 
stockholders of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company, but they obtained the road on suchterms 
that they actually sold out their stock inthe com- 
pany to men outside of our state, and realized 
therefrom large fortunes; and which purchasers 
bave been and still are grinding the people of Geor- 
gia, and especially the people of this city, with a 
vengeance to get back large profits on their invest- 
ments. 

We think we have good business men enough and 
property enough in Atlanta gnd the surrounding 
country to make leases and conduct such operations 
with safety and profit, and thus save to our people 
at least some of the earnings and profits of these 
roads, thereby preventing the entire earnings of 
the roads from going into the hands of strangers. 
or, if you please, into the hands of northern and 
western syndicates and railroad sharpers who have 
no sympathy or feilow-feeling with us except to 
grind out of us the last dollar and the last cent they 
can smell out in the hands of our people. 

There are other syndicates operating roads in 
Georgia open to similar charges, which our best 
interests demand should be brought under review, 
and shall 'be if this life continues a few months 
more and we are not shut up and ground into pow- 
der by the wide-distended and hungry jaws now 
threatening us. 

This, Mr. President and gentlemen of the cham- 
ber of commerce, is all that I care to say upon the 
subject at present, but hope and trust to be able to 
demonstrate, through the press and by your assist- 
ance and co-operation, the necessity and import- 
ance of such an organization and such an enter- 
prise as is here presented.

As the doors, which were 
securely locked, were not found broken open, 
he thinks that the burglars concealed them- 
selves in the house during the early part of the 
evening, and only ventured ont when the 
family were all supposed to be asleep.

THE DISGRACED BOURBON. 


A Bloody Duel of Sixteen Years Ago Ke- 
. called, 

MADRID, February 25.~-The supreme coun- 
cil of war bas confirmed the sentence of the 
minister of war, on Don Enrique De 
Bourbon, duke of Seville and lieutenant-col- 
onel of the regiment of Albaera. This placed 
Don Enrique on the half pay list. His offense 
Was the utterance of disrespectful and abusive 
Janguage against the queen regent, the 
widow of the late King Alfonso, who was 
cousin to the don. He attempted to force his 
way into the presence of the queen at a time 
when she had given orders that she would re- 
ceive no one but Cardinal Benavides. It was 
claimed by the offender's friends that he 
was under the influence of liquor, 
but he was on military duty at the 


palace as guard, and when repulsed from the | 


queen's door slandered her. This subjected 
him to court martial, and the Bourbon family 
felt the disgrace of the young duke’s condact 
so keenly that they offered no interference to 
the course of military procedure against their 
relative,who all ‘along in the present case 
has been treated as an ordinary officer. 

The duke’s father, also named Don Enrique 
deBourbon, was killed (some historians say 
murdered), by the Duc de Montpensier, father 
of Mercedes, Alfonso’s first wife, in one of the 
most remarkable duels ever fought. This 
took place on the artillery 
grounds near Madrid, on March 
12; 1570, and after each combatant had tired 
two ineffective shots, and Don Enrique had 
wasted his third, Duc De Montpensier took 
deliberate aim and shot his antagonist through 
the head. killing him almost instantly. 


Medals for Canada. 

LONDON, February 25.—In the house of 
commons this evening, in committee of sup- 
ply, Mr. Healy, nationalist, opposed the grant 
of £1,200 for medals for volunteers who took 
part in the§campaign against Louis Riel.

Abb Wallace. 

Among the many boy soldiers of 1861, none 
was braver than “little” Abb Wallace, of com- 
pany L, Sixth Alabama regiment. He was the 
only son of a widowed lady, who with her 
family of five or six children lived near Au- 
burn,Ala., at the commencement of the war. 

Abb was of such an adventurous disposition 
that, although only fifteen or sixteen years of 
age, he was among the first to offer his services 
as a volunteer, causing thereby much anxiety 
to his mother, who a!most idolized her manly 
boy, and during the stirring times of 1862 in 
Virginia, she wrote to General J. B. Gordon, at 
that time colonel ef the Sixth Alabama, tell- 
ing him of her uneasiness on her 
s0n’s account and requesting 
that for her sake he would watch over her 
boy-soldier and in the event of sickness or of 
getting wounded, that he might have all at- 
tion possible. 

The gallant, ever-sympathetic Gordon 
promptly replied to his letter, and promised 
the fond mother that he would take her boy 
under his especial supervision and would do 
all in bis power to shield, him from harm, and 
concluded the letter by saying, “Should he 
fall in battle, you will have the consolation of 
knowing that he fell in a righteous cause.” 

When this letter was received Mrs. Wallace 
not being familiar with the writing of super- 
scription, hurriedly broke the seal and turned 
to the signature. andl as her eyes rested on the 
name, “J. B. Gordon,” she also caught sight of 
the closing sentence—“You will have the con- 
colation of knowing that he fell in a righteous 
cause,”

OF THE NEW HOOK AND LADDER 
APPARATUS. 


The Firemen Bring Their New Machine Out and Give 
Ita Trial, Which Proves Entirely Satisfactory 
to the Piremasters and Spectators— How 
the Ladders are Worked, Bte. 


The new hook and ladderwas givena fair 
test yesterday afternoon on Marietta street 
near Broad. 

The board of firemasters was pleased with 


the work. 

At three o'clock the horses were hitched to 
the truck, the firemen took their places on the 
footboards, the driver gathered the reins and 
the horses were started. Thetruck is hand- 
somely finished and as it moveddown Broad 
street it attracted much attention. When it 
stopped at Marietta street quite a crowd began 
to collect. The board of firemasters, the fire 
department committee of the city council, 
and Mayor Hillyer was oo The truck 
was drawn up in front of the Fitten building 
and stopped. Then a lever was moved and the 
horses started off carrying the tongue with 
them, leaving the truck near the sidewalk. 
Instantly two men who had been previously 
instructed by Mr. LaFrance, the builder of the 
truck, began to turn the crank which moves 
the ladders. As the crank completed its first 
revolution the end of the ladder furthest away 
began to rise. Steadily and rapidly it went up 
until the ladder had assumed a perpendicular 
position. The ladder was then let out by an 
endless chain worked with another crank. In 
about three minutes from the time the horses 
were uphitched the full sixty-five feet of ladder 
was pointing straight above the ground and 
although not supported by anything, was per- 
fectly steady. The ladder was resting upon 
an iron plate,and when the firemen began 
turning another crank, the ladder began re- 
volving. The ladder was then moved against 
the side of the house, where it was allowed to 
rest a few minutes, Firemen were on it nearly 
all the time. The ladder was then shortened 
by letting the “‘extension section’ down and a 
line of hose was attached to 
it. The nozzle was fastened to 
the top round of the ladder, and the connec- 
tion made with a water plug. Tom Haney, 
foreman of No. 1, went to the top of the ladder, 
gathered the nozzle, and in a second the water 
was striking the top of the Fitten building. 
While Foreman Haney was holding the nozzle 
the ladder was turned about so that the water 
fell in all directions. 

Everybody present was highly gratified with 
the machine, and after the exercises it was 
taken back to the truckhouse and stored away. 

The truck is twenty-five feet long from axle 
to axle, but from the endof the tongue to the 
end of the extension ladder it is forty-cight 
feet long. The driver’s seat, which is the 
highest point, is about eleven feet from the 
ground. The machine is a bright red, and on 
the ladder is painted “Atlanta Hook and Lad- 
der Company No.1.’ The truck contain; one 
extension ladder and seven others. The ex- 
tension ladder restson top of the truck high 


above and separate from the other ladders. It 


is in two sections, and when upon the truck 


extends thirty-four feet, but when raised 


reaches a height of sixty-five feet. The other 


ladders are laid upon rollers, and any one 


can be moved without disturbing the others. 
The ladders are twelve, sixteen, eighteen, 
twenty-one, twenty-two, twenty-six and 
twenty-eight feet in length. 
the truck is a foot-board fifteen feet in length, 
atove which is a nickel-plated hand-hold. 
The apparatus belonging to the truck is all new 
and improvec, end consists of many new 
patented contrivances. ‘There are: 

Four pitchtforks. 

Fight robber buckets. 

Four Holloway nickel-plated fire extin- 
enishers. 

Two shovels. 

Four axes. 

Two pieks. 

Two head-lamys. 

Two nickel-plated crowbars. 

Four lanterns. 

One nickel-plated torch, 

One chain hook. 

Six pole hooks. 

A large coil of rope. 

(me of the best and most complete tools wit 
the truck is a handsome nicke!-plated “ Detroit 
patent door-opener.” This is one of the most 
complete pieces in the service. With it achild 
can force any door open without defacing the 
door to any extent. On the rear end of the 
truck is a tiller, which moves the rear axle on 
a pivot, enabling the driver to make a very 
short curve or turn without the least danger 
of upsetting the machine. The truck is made 
of hard, durable Oregon pine, and is dressed 
off with steel. It was built by the LaFrance 
firé engine company, of Elmira, New York, 
and cost $3,000. The machine as it moves toa 
fire weighs six thousand pounds.

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SILVER AND GOLD. 


Dr. L, S. Ledbetter, of Polk County, Discovers 
That He Owns a Rich Mine. 


Dr. L. 8S. Ledbetter, of Polk county, was in 
the city yesterday for a few hours, and while 
here THE CONSTITUTION learned from him 
that he was the happy possessor of a silver 
mine. 

“Tell me something about it’’ asked THe 
CONSTITUTION. 

“Well, I don’t know much about it yet,” said 
Dr. Ledbetter, “because I have not tested it as 
thoroughly as I want to. The mine is located 
in Alabama, just over the line about thirteen 
miles from.Cedartown ona piece of property 
that Ilown. I have had three analysés made 
of ore taken at the depth of ten feet below the 
surface. I had these analyses made by differ- 
ent parties. 

“One of them gave the ore a valuation of 
$73.44 per ton,another $72.85 and the third $70.- 
26. The first assay showed $60 in gold and 
$13.44 in silver, the second $50 in gold and 
$22.85 in silver, while the third showed up al- 
most the same propertion of gold and silver to 
the ton. Jt may be thatthe mine will turn 
out to be a gold instead ofasilver mine. The 
ore is quartz and lays in a seam two feet thick 
between a couple of seams of slate. Next week 
Iam going to sink ashaft twenty-five feet, and 
take out a ton of ore so as to make further in- 
vestigations, and satisfy myself as to what | 
have got.”
